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Dunne announced tonight he had 
consented to give Chicago interests 
a hearing on the public atilities bill. 
The hearing will be held on Wednes- 
day morning. 

Mayor Carter Harrison, Corpora- 
tion Counsel Sexton, and others from 
Chicago who are interested in the 
measure will be present to urge the 
governor to veto the measure, be- 
cause the “home rule’ was stricken 
out of it by the senate on the last 
might of the seasion. 

Emergency action was taken by the city 
council last night seeking to prevent Gov. 
Dunne from signing the public utilities bill. 

A-telegram signed by Mayor Harrison and 
sixty-seven of the seventy aldermen was sent 
to him asking him to veto the measure. In 
the same message he was asked to set a date 
for a hearing on the bill. and Plans were laid 
for the invasion of Springfield by the entire 
councl] and an army of representatives of 
Civic organizations and other citizens to pro- 
test against the enactment of the law. 

The sending of the telegram came as the 
climax of a series of resolutions protesting 
against the action of the legislature and sey- 
eral speeches of bitter condemnation whic 
branded that action as “ vicious, infamous, 
and crimina!.”’ 


Telegram to the Governor. 
The telegram to the governor follows: 
We, the mayor and members of the city 
council of Chicago, urge you to veto the 
public utilities bill enacted by the recent 
general agseembly. The city council in 

Bessicn tonight has unargimouely adopted 

@ Protest against this bill and decided 

that the city council, civic organizations, 

and citizens of Chicago wait upon you to 
present Chicago's protest. We respect- 
fully request you to fix a date for guch 

a hearing and notify usimmediately when 

it will be convenient.for you to hear us. 

Aid. Kichert denounced the utilities bill 
because ©’ it deprives Chicago of home rule." 
He introduced a resolution, which was adopt- 
ed, calling for veto by Gov. Dunne. 

‘jt is up to us to arouse the people of this 
city to assist us in having the governor veto 
this bill,’’ he sa'd. ** There is no one better 
qualified to judge of the needs of this city 
than Gov. Dunne. The bil as it now stands 
is infamous.” 


Merriam Denounces Bill. 

“This is the time to forget party and per- 
sonal differences,’’ said Ald. Charles E. Mer- 
rilam. ‘* The people do not yet realize what 
has happened. All local powerisgone. If we 
have a complaint in any ward as to street car, 
telephone, gas, or electric Nght service we 


shall have to go-to Springfield and put the 


matter before the state commission. 

‘This is the most gigantic ‘ripper’ in the 
history of the cities of the United Mates. 
No legislature has ever made so ruthless 
and violent assault on the city government 
This is the greatest crime against the city 
committed by the legislature in seventy-six 
years. The ninety-nine year was bad, the 
Allen bill was vicious, but this bill is as the 
sun is as to the moon compared with other 
measures. This is the crowning triumph of 
corporation politics in Illinois.” 


Text of the Resolution. 

The Richert resolution, as adopted, reads: 

‘‘ Whereas, The wisdom of leaving local 
regulations to be made by local authorities 
who are in touch with local conditions, and 
are therefore more competent to deal there- 
with than is a central body having jurisdic- 
tion throughout the entire state, has been 
the policy followed in the past In the state 
of Illinois; and 

“ Whereas, The legislature has delegated 
to the Various municipalities in the state 
authority to regulate their own public utill- 
ties. and this policy has worked to the 
benefit and eatisfaction of thecitizens; and 

‘* Whereas, all fair minded persons, irre- 
spective of political aMliations, who have 
the best interests of the city of Chicago at 
heart. are a unit in the belief that the con- 
trol of the public utilities of Chicago should 
be left to the city of Chicago, and that the 
principle of home rule is one of the founda- 
tion stones on which our government reste, 
and a departure therefrom !s obnoxious to 
our ideas of free government; and, 


City Able to Rule Self. 

“ Whereas, the city of Chicago has, in times 
past, been able to deal with its public util- 
ties, many of which have attained colossal 
proportions, to much better advantage to toe 
public than a state commission, which ls 
not alive to the needs of this great city, 
could possibly have dealt therewith, and has 
heretofore met and coped with the gravest 
problems relating thereto and has success-

REGIMES FIRST SCANDAL.

Washington, D. C., June 23.-[Specia].J— 
The Caminetti affair bas assumed the pro- 
portions of a scancai—the first of the Wilson 
administration. 

In the house today demands for an investl- 
gation of the action of Attorney Genera! Mc- 
Reynolds in postponing the prosecution of 
Drew Caminetti, son of the commissioner 
general of immigration, came from the Pro- 
gressives and the Republicans. President 
Wilson also announced that he would investi- 
gate the incident. He has called upon theat 
torney general for an explanation. 

Secretary of Labor Wilson also is under 
fire. He explains that he refused the com- 
missioner general permission to attend the 
trial of his son because Caminetti was not 
sufficiently acquainted with his new duties 
to be able to inspect the Pacific coast imm! 
gration stations while in Callfornia. 

Secretary Wilson says he, therefore, asked 
the attorney general to postpone the prosecu- 
tion of tne son on the white slave charge until 
the next term, when the father would be ca- 
pable of inspecting the stations intelligently. 


Call Explanation “Rather Thin.” 


This explanation Is regarded by the Repub- 
Micans and Progressives, and even some 
Democrats, ac “rather thin.’ To add to the 
predicament of Secretary Wilson the presi- 
dent stated today that a postponement to 
permit the father to attend the son'strial wag 
humane. This puts Secretary Wilson in the 
light of being inhumane in refusing the father 
leave for this purpose on any grounds, 

The attorney general Is greatly worried by 
the trouble in which he has involved the 
administration. A reporter calling at the 
Caminettl residence yesterday was informed 
that the commissioner general was away for 
the day. <A few minutes later Mr. McRey- 
nolds arrived and remained in Mr. Carmi- 
netti's house foran hour. He decifned to dis- 
cuss the matter afterward. 


Directs Inquiry of Affair. 

A resolution Introduced in the house by 
Representative Hinebaugh, the Illinois Pro. 
gressive, asks the judiciary committee Be di- 
rected to investigate the entire affair be- 
cause of the charge that “ certain powerful 
influences are being brogight to bear on the 
authorities having this matter in charge, to 
permit these men to go unwhipped of justice.’’ 

Speaking of the incident Mr. Hinebaugh 
said: 

‘* One of the moat frequent criticisms urged 
by the people generally against the courts 
is the delay in bringing cases to trial, and 
the powerful influence of money and politics 
in the rendition of justice. Very frequently 
it is boldly aseerted that men of wealth or 
political influence are beyond the reach and 
operation of the criminal law. 

‘* We are now presented with the alarming 
spectacle of a member of the president's 
cabinet requesting the ettorney genera! of 
the United States to delay the trial of the 
son of still another high government official, 
who is held under indictment for a most 


heinous offense. 


“Interest of Public Service.” 

“ And the reason given by the cabinet offi- 
cer in question for requesting the delay ig 
that it is ‘in the interest of the public 
service.’ Since when has the demand of the 
‘public service’ operated to the extent of 
nullifying an act of congress? And how 
does the ‘ public service’ extend to the son 
of the commissioner genera] of imm tion? 

“In my opinion the interests of public 
service, as well ag the interests of the en- 
tire nation, hinge on the strict enforcement 
of the criminal code. The law should take 
ite course without regard to the wealth or 


litical connections of the defendants,”

Will Demand All Facts. 

As the author of the white slave act, Rep- 
resentative Mann, the Republican leader, 
said: 

’ The Republicans will call on the attorney 
general through a house resolution for @ 
statement of all the facts in his possession 
relating to the Camanetti case under the 
Mann white slave act. Mr. Camanetti, the 
father, has recently been appointed commis- 
sioner general of immigration because of his 
prominence in Democratie politics and not 
for any known efficiency. Mr. Camanetti, 
the son, is under indietment for violation of 
the Mann act. The only way the son can be 
acquitted is by tampering with the case. 
The influence of the new commissioner gen- 
eral of immigration and his political friends 
has already affected the present administra- 
tion in this case. 

* It President Wilson believes in the Mann 
act, and*does his duty, he will appoint a new 
commissioner general of immigration on the 
ground that the present commissioner has 
used both his political and official influence 
to prevent his son from being brought toe 
speedy trial under the Mann act for one of 
the most horrible of all offenses—the ruina- 
tion of a young girl. Has the president the 
nerve to do this? I do not know.” 


Demands Ousting of McReynolds, 


One of the day's most remarkable devel- 
opments in the unusual episode was the re- 
ceipt by the president of a telegram from 
Clayton Herrington, special agent of the de- 
partment of justice in charge of the federal 
bureau of investigation at San Francisco, de- 
manding the removal from office of Attorney 
General McReynolds, Herrington’s official 
superior, 

Assistant Attorney General Harr tonight 
assumed full responsibility of the order to 
Attorney McNab to postpone the trial of 
Robert Bruce and Sidney V. Smith, direc- 
tors of the Western Fuel company, on 
charges of customs coal frauds. This post- 
ponement mentioned in Mr. McNab’'s tele- 
gram of resignation to tne president was 
ordered, declared Mr. Harr, to prevent @ 
possible miscarriage of justice. 

McNab Predicts His Exit. 

Ban Francisco, Cal, June 28.—'* The presi- 
dent must either accept my resignation or 
ask for that of Mr. McReynolds, and there 
is no doubt in my mind that it will be mine,”’ 
United States Attorney John L. McNab said 
today. 

He asserted‘any effort that may have been 
made by his.friends to have President W ison 
decline his resignation has been without his

GRAND RUSH FOR DOORS.

Washington. D. C., June 23.—[Special.]— 
Ray M. Stewart, an 18 year old ropber, shot 
up Criminal court No. 1 today, and, while 
he did not injure any one, he caused some 
lively sprinting on the part of spectators and 
court attendants. 

Stewart was recently convicted of holding 
up at the point of a gun a colored man andj 
robbing him, and there are other charges 
against him. When he was convic.ed he was 
released on bond. Today his attorneys made 
an effort to have him released om probation. 

Assistant District Attorneys Hawken and 
Given opposed this move, and put witnesses 
on the stand to show that St wart had 
something of a record in the way of crime. 


Starts Shooting in Court. 

Justice Stafford declined to release him on 
probation, and was in the middle of a sen- 
tence suggesting to Stewart's attorney that 
he make arrangements for the boy’s admis- 
sion to a reformatory when Stewart jumped 
to his feet and with a revolver began to fire 
in the direction of the prosecuting attorney. 

The action was so unexpected that it 
caused something of a panic.

Charlies H. Wacker, head of the Chicago 
plan commission, and Jarvis Hunt, architect, 
who has prepared a terminal plan, cooled 
their heels in the anteroom. They were not 
invited. 

One alderman said the meeting was secret 
because the Pennsylvania officials wanted it, 
and he added Mr. Delano was stopped at the 
door because Joseph Wood, first vice presi- 
dent of the Pennsylvania, had said he had 
not come to town to discuss anything with 
Delano. ‘ 

The Pennsylvania officiale were there to 
find out when they would get council ap- 
proval of their ordinances. Chairman Geiger 
apparently wag anxious to give them some 
information. = 


Oppose Central Union Station. 

At the third Session, at 3:30 o'clock in the 
afternoon, Geiger attempted to get the com- 
mittee to adopt important features of a ter- 
minal policy for the city. He was insistent 
and persistent, making one speech after an- 
other. 

Finally the committee decided by a vote 
of 9 to 4, against the idea of a central union 
passenger station for all roads. The team- 
work on a second proposition indicated some 
one did not understand the signals. Geiger 
talked and talked for the creation of a ter- 
minal zone bounded by Madison, Twenty- 
second, and Halsted streets and the south 
branch of the river. He called it the fixing 
of the location of a unit. 

There was so much talk about “ crowding 
the matter,” “‘ jamming through,” “ undue 
haste,’ “‘lack of consideration,’ and “ lac 
of information ”’ that this part of the Geiger 
program was lost. The committee did decide 
all plans must be in the hands of the subway 
commission by Wednesday morning. 


Merriam “Exposes” Committee. 

The session was concluded by Ald. Merriam. 
who had been requested by Chairman Geiger 
to addrees the committee. 

“And he exposed the committee com- 
pletely,’’ said an alderman later. “‘ He took 
the underwear off the committee and threw it 
out of the window, so everybody could see 
what the committee looked like.”’ 


My Ald. Merriam told the committee !it was 


dealing with the most important matter 
which had ever come before the Chicago 
council, 

“In addition,” he said, “it involves the 
life of the council! itself.

It is not a 
question to be egettled by politica) pressure, 
sectional pressure, or any other kind of presa- 
sure. 

Warns Against “Botching.” 

“If you bungie and botch this Job you and 
I will be responsibie. We, the members of 
the council, are the trustees of the people. 
We will be held responsible. I want to teli 
you now that settling this on a guess will 
not be satisfactory. You will require fifty- 
three votes to get the program through the 
council. Highteen of us can biock any pro- 
gram which you bring forward, and | imag- 
ine there are eighteen aldermen who wil) 
refuse to take a leap In the dark. 

“1 am not an expert in railroad terminalis, 
nor is any member of this committee. You 
should have expert information and opinions. 
You shquid have information, the facts, the 
data. You cannot act intelligently without 
it, You haven't got it.

“You can see you haven't the experts nor 
the engineers which are available for the 
railrcads. The city, on its present basis, 
cannot compete successfully with the en- 
gineers of the railroads involved. 


Lack Legal Advice. 
**On the matter of legal ability the city is 
lacking. I know both Corporation Counsel 
Sexton and Robert Redfield. It has been a 
question with me which is the better lawyer. 
But Mr. Sexton, by devoting part of his 
time, cannot cope with Mr. Redfield, who is 
dévoting all his time to the interests of his 
clients—the roads. The committee here has 
the sub end of the city law department. Itis 
busy with many things. Sometimes Mr. 
Beckwith is at the committee meetings, and 
sometimes he is not. He has other matters 
to deal with. The city should have the best 
experts, legal and engineering, which the 
country affords. °

Urges Referendum 6n Terminals. 

“Do not take final action until you have s 
referendum on the subject. This issue has 
never been before the public. It never has 
been discussed in a campaign. There will 
be 800,000 yoters next spring, and—”’ 

“Maybe!” interrupted Ald. Bowler... 

Ald. Merriam insisted the women will vote 

and the matter should be referred to:the 
voters at the aldermanic election next 
spring.

Before this the committee was bent op 
adopting a policy on terminals before get- 
ting even the advice of the subway commis- 
sion.

“It depends on what the terminal plans 
are which we have not seen,” replied J. J. 
Reynolds for the subway commission. 


Geiger Demands Action. 

“We ought to get down to work,” said 
Geiger in urging action. “It would be 
well for the committee to decide whether it 
wants a csntral union terminal or several 
stations.” 

“I make:a motion the committee do not 
approve of a central union terminal,’ said 
Healy, the alderman who made a motion 
month ago that the plans of the Pennsyl- 
vania group be approved. Ald. Littler sec- 
onded the motion. 

“A minority of this committee referred the 
question of terminals to the subway com- 
mission,””’ commented Ald. Ca@pitain. “ Had 
we not better wait until we get its report? 
Let the advocate of each plan present his 
scheme to the subway commission and prove 
his case.”’ 

“This is just a general proposition,” ex- 
plained Ald. Geiger. -“‘ The committee has 
had sufficient information to decide whether 
it favors one union terminal.” 

“ We cannot vote intelligently until we get 
that report,”’ remarked Ald. Fisher. Ald. 
Helwig and Richert added like comments. 
This trio, with Ald. Capitain, composed the 
four against the Healy motion. Those who 
voted In favor of it were: Ald. Kenna, 
Bewersdorf, McDonald, Utpatel, Healy, 
Bowler, Schaeffer, Littler, and Donahoe. 

“The next step would be to select theJo- 
cation of a unit,” said Chairman Geiger, by 
which he meant a zone in which the com- 
mittee would consider the location of ter- 
minals, both freight and passenger. 


Protests ‘‘Crowding”’ the Matter. 

*"W hat is the idea of crowding this matter?” 
protested Ald. Capitaim ‘“‘ Why not await 
the report of the subway commission at. 
least? Why tush it along without con- 
sideration? ”’ 

“ Thfs is absolutely premature,’’ added Ald. 
Fisher. 

“I. move we pass upon no more questions 
relating to a terminal policy until we haveia 
report from the subway commission,” said 
Capitain. ‘‘ This sort of actionis what has 
put through the legislature the pubjic utili- 
ties bill.”’ 

‘I move to table that motion,” said Healy. 
“This isan attempt to rob the west side 
of what belongs to it. That has been going 
on for years. When we wanted the World’s 
fair In Douglas park it was taken awWay to 
the south side. When we wanted the city 
hall where the people live, it was refused us. 
I will fight every minute for the west side.”’ 

Ald Bowler did not take kindly to the sug- 
gestion that the committee would entertain 
the idea of placing freight tracks over to 
Halsted street. By common consent no vote 
was taken.

their utilities in such a manner hs to serve 
the interests of their respective citizens, 
which is destructive of the principle of home 
rule in local affairs, a principle that has al- 
ways been recognized as the natural and 
necessary right of all municipalities within 
the state, and which is calculated to work 
hardship on and damage to the people of 
all such municipalities. Be it further 

‘* Resolved, That the various civic bodies 
of the “¢ity, which have accomplished so 
much good work for the city of Chicago 
in the past, and all good citizens be and 
they are hereby called upon to unite in ex- 
pressing to the governor of the state of 
Illinois their hearty condemnation of a meas- 
ure that is so clearly calculated to accom- 
plish nothing for’ the people of the state 
except loss and injury.” 


Attack on Legality Combated. 


Suggestions that the public ut!lities bill may 
have failed legally to pass the senate ifn 
proper form were vigorously combatted 
during the day by various Chicago lawyers. 
A decision of the state Supreme court, made 
during the December term, 1011, was ad- 
vanced to show the contentions groundless. 

The decision which will likely deciée the 
utilities bill's validity was that of the People 
vs. Charles H. Edmands Jr., and involved 
the constitutionality of the act giving the 
right to adopt the commission form of gov- 


ernment. The validity of theact was decided 
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ture manifested itself in the shape of a wave 
by a vote of 4 to 3. Justice Cartright reading 
the majority aecision. 


The bill originated in the house and the 


senate struck out all but the enacting clause. 


revised it along the same lines as a new bill, 
and passed it. The house refused to con- 
cur, and, after conferences, the senate re- 
ceded, I was then contended that not a sec- 
tion of the bill as finally passed had been be- 
fore the senate on roll call. The majority of 
the court held the intent of the senate wasn 
to pass the bill as reported out of confer 
ence 
Quotes from Decision. 

Attorney Joseph W. Moses, in commenting 
on the situation, quotes the Supreme court 
in the Edmonds case as saying: 

“ The constitution does not prescribe any 
form of procedure for the final passage of a 
bill other than the requirement of said section 
12, and the view of the courts has been that 
any action evidencing the intention to enact 
a bill into a law; where the vote ig taken by 
yeas and nays and entered on the journal, isa 
final paseage of the bill. 

“The senate had voted for the bill withthe 
amendments and by the second vote taken in 
the manner required by the constitution re- 
moved the amendments, leaving the bill as 
passed by the house. 

“ It is argued that It did not follow that the 
senate assented to the bill as passed by the 
house, but that such was the intention and 
understanding { and that the vote receding 
from the amendment was intended as a fina! 
passage of the bili before it was amended, 
there can be no doubt. 


Cites Legislative Practice. 


“ Under similar provisions of the conetitu- 
tions of other states it has been held, when- 
ever the question has arisen, that if one 
house passes a bil and the other house 
amends it and passes it as amended and aft- 
erwards recedes from the amendments. and 
the vote is taken by yeas and nays and entered 
upon the journal, such vote is a final passage 
of the bill without the amendments.”

Catherine Waugh McCul- 
loch, veteran suffnagist, advised them to 
leave public office alone for the present. 

The meeting was called by Hceicn L. Hood, 
president of the Illinois Woman's Christian 
Temperance union. Mrs. McCulloch and Mrs. 
Ella S. Stewart made addresses. Mrs. Mc- 
Culloch explain the privileges the new suf- 
frage law will ot women. She then offered 
to answer questions. 


Ask Questions About Voting. 

Some of the questions asked were: 

Don’t we have to register at the pri- 
maries? 

Do we have to register as Republicans 
or Democrats or Progressives? 

When can we vote for supervisor? 

Can a woman be judge of e.ection? 

How many days in a year can a woman 
be judge of eiection? 

Do we have to be the head of a house 
bold to become an election official? 

Is a woman who supports her husband 
head of a household? 

Who is a householder? 

How much money doesian election judge 
get? 

Is an election judge better than an elec- 
tion commissioner? 

Can the suffrage bill become a law with- 
out the signature of the governor? 

If Gov. Dunne vetoes the bill is it pos- 
sible to pass it over his veto? 

Mrs. McCulloch answered all the questions 
satisfactorily to the inquirers, except the one 
“Who is a householder?’ She asserted the 
Supreme court never had answered that ques- 
tion. She said that only householders could 
be election comnajssioners. 


Washerwomen for Poll Judges. 

She created the interest in judges of elec- 
tion by suggesting that washer women take 
a day of rest and make 36 as a judge. 

“ The law states that a judge of election 
must be a person,’ she said. ‘‘That includes 
women as well as men. A washer woman 
could make more money and have a rest as 
judge of election. She certainly would be as 
honest and as intelligent as the general run 
of judges of election.’ She figured, after a 
question, that in the coming year, a woman, 
or man, acting as judge of election could 
make $20 even with no special elections. 

“But we should be modest at first,” Zhe 
said. ‘“‘ Now we should prepare ourselves to 
be good voters. If the time comes when 
our neighbors, mén and women, insist on 
our running for alderman or other public 
office, that is time enough for us to go in 
for office ourselves, 


Tells What Women Will Do. 
“Women may vote for Sanitary district 
trustees.

Experts Assert Credit Key Held 
by Banks Will Not Be Turned 
Over to Government. 


BY JOHN CAELAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., June 23.—[Specia].]— 
President Wilson today personally urged con- 
gress to enact the administration banking 
and currency bill during the pending special 
session. 

The message the president read was couched 
in simple language, so that the average mind 
could understand the need of action now. 
No demand for the legislation was made, but 
if not 
heeded, will place the responsibility for fail- 
ure equarely upon the Democratic majority 
of the two houses. 

The president set forth in his message cer- 
tain fundamental principles which he deems 
esesntial and which, he made clear, are ob- 
served in the administration bill. 

This measure he expects will accomplish 
for the American people all that is needed 
in the way of banking and currency reform, 
freeing credit from the domination of the 
banks, and providing business with the best 
credit instruments and the best system for 
its use. 

Experts Say Wilson Misleads. 

In this respect the message is somewhat 
misleading, for experts say the measure will 
do nothing of the kind. The impression cre- 
ated by the message is that the keys tocredit 
held by the bankers are to be turned over to 
the legitimate business interests of the coun- 
try, or to the government, to be uged for those 
business interests. 

Examination of the bill does not disclose a 
single practical provision which changes in 
the slightest degiee the existing relations 
between the banks and the interests depend- 
ent upon credit for vitality. In other words, 
the keys of credit will remain, # is declared, 
where they are at present. 

As expressed by the president, the control 


of the banking system ‘* must be public, not 


private; must be vested in the government 


itself, so that the banks may be the instru- 


ment, not the masters, of business and of 
individual enterprise and initiative.” 


Federal Control Limited. 


Mr. Wilson ftirmly believes the bill will

mate and speculative banking. 

lt is the purpose of the president to start 
immediately the campaign in behalf of the 
legisidtion he approves. That obstacles will 
be raised in the way he realizes. 


Currency Action Assured. 

What the president said as to the necessity 
eof currency legislation was so strongly and 
energetically put that it is not doubted he will 
be successful in securing action. 

He may not get all the details he desires, 
but the fundamental principles he hag de- 
cided upon unquestionably will be adopted. 
He said without the hint of a smile that “ the 
committees of the congress to which legisla- 
tion of this character is referred have de- 
voted careful and dispassionate study to the 
means of accomplishing these objects.”’ 

This observation caused a wry expres- 
gion to appear upon the faces of members 
of the two committees who were consulted 
about the bill framed by Senator Owen, Con- 
gressman Glass, and Secretary McAdoo only 
after it had been approved by the president. 
Yet the president does not purpose to be 
hide bound in respect to the measure. . He 
is willing to accept any changes which in 


> bis judgment are desirable. 


Wilson Defends Central Cohtrol. 

‘Callers who discussed the currency ques- 
tion with the president today found him mak- 
ing a strong defense of the plan to confide 
the central control to the government. He 
cannot imagine any one audacious enough 
in a political office to play politics in con- 
nection with the banking system which lit- 
erally will touch every citizen of the coun- 
try. 

Mr. Wilson disagrees with that school of 
economists which maintains that the issue of 
notes could be inflated so long as it is no 
bigger than the liquid credits of the country

Mesrage Called “Classic English.” 

The minority attitude toward the presi- 
dent's currency plans was reéfiected in a state- 
ment made by Representative Mann of IIli- 
nois as Republican leader of the house. 

“The president’s message is a fine exam- 
ple of classic English,’’ the statement gaid. 
“but there is nothing more to it unless it be 
considered as a threat that patronage will be 
withheld untila banking and currency Dill is 
passed. 

** I wish to coBperate with those in favor of 
passing a reasonable banking and currency 
bill, but the president evidently intends to 


treat the subject as one purely partisan, and | 


he did. not take the trouble even to discuss or 
analyze the principles involved in banking 
and currency legislation. 

“He erred in saying that the committees 
of’congress had consulted with him and pre- 
pared a bill. The committee of the house has 
had no bill before it and has had no meetings 
to consider a bill. Outside of dealing out a 
little bunk about new freedom there wae 
nothing to the message. That was sopho- 
morical. 


Answer to Impending Disaster? 

“The real need of a currency bill is not 
because of néw business which will come 
with the new tariff law, but with a threat 

disaster impending over the country by 
ason of tariff legislation and Democratic 
incompetency.) The president did not do 
congress the courtesy to express any opinion 
eoncerning the principles upon which a bank- 
ing and currency bill should be based. 

‘So far as we have yet been able to learn 
the bill will be in the main practically stolen 
from the Aldrich monetary commission, with 
a few radical provision taken from the Bryan 
platform mixed in. It will be a jumble of 
dincordant ideas, 

‘The president came before congress like 
a schoolmaster before fourth grade school 
children and told the members to be good, 
but he did not dare to analyze what goodness 
in this case consists of. 

“While congress has had no help from 
the president's message on banking and our- 
rency matters; and has received no enlight- 
enment or suggestion of idéas from the presa- 
ident, still I do not wish to judge in advance 
the proposed bill, because of lack of intelli- 
gent presentation by the president. 


Calls It Partisan Bill. 

* It is evident that the measure is to be con- 
sidered a Democratic partisan bill, but even 
so, if it will advance the interest of the coun- 
try, the Republicans will support it, but if it 
threatens to go still further than the tariff 
bil! in breaking down the prosperity of the 
last few years, then we ¢annot support it, 
but will try teaamend it. 

* The one thing that we will not stand 
for is partisan political control of banks or the 
issuance of currency.’’ 


WILSON CURRENCY MESSAGE. 

Following is'the text of the president’ s mes- 
sage: 

“It is under'the compulsion of what seems 
to me a clear and imperative duty that I 
have a second time this session sought the 
Privilege of addressing you in person. 

* I Know, of course, that the heated season 
of the year ig upon us, that work in these 
chambers and in the committee rooms {s like- 
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ly to eis ig AMO 15 TGA SI 
ens, and that every consideration of per- 
sonal convenience and persenai comfort, per- 
haps, in the eases of some of us, considera- 
tiens of personal health even, dictate an 
early conclusion of the deliberations of the 
session; but there are occasions of public 
duty ,when these things which touch us pri- 
vately seem very small; when the work fo be 
done is so pressing and so fraught with big 
consequences that we know we are not at 
Mberty to weight against it any point of per- 
sonal sacrifice. 

“We are now in the presence of such 
an occasion. it is absolutely imperative 
that we should give the business men of this 
{| country_a banking and currency system by 
means of which they can make use of the 
freedom of enterprise and of individual in- 
itiative which we are about to bestow upon 


them, 


About to Be Set Free. 

“ We are about to set them free; we must 
not leave them without the tools of action 
when they are free. We are about to set 
them free by removing the trammels of the 
protective tariff. 

‘‘ Ever since the civil war they have waited 
for this emancipation and for the free op- 
portunities it will bring with it. It has been 
reserved for us to give it to them. Some fell 
in love, indeed, with the slothful security 
of their dependence upon the government; 
some took advantage of the shelter of the 
nursery to set up a mimic mastery of their 
own within its walls. . 

‘‘Now both the tonic and the discipline of 
liberty and maturity are to ensue. There 
will be some readjustments of purpose and 
point of view. There will follow a period of 
expansion and new enterprise freshly CON, 
ceived. It is for us to determine now whether 
it shall be rapid and facile and of easy ao- 
complishment. This it can not be unless the 
resourceful business men who are to deal 
with the new circumstances are to have at 
hand and ready for use the instrumentalities 
and conveniences of free enterprise which in- 
dependent men need when acting on their 
own initiative. 


Must Vitalize Credit. 


It is not enough to strike the shackles 
from business. The duty of statesmanship 
is not negative merely. It is constructive 
also. We must show that we understand 
what business needs and that we know how 
to supply it. 

*“‘No man, however casual and superficial 
his observation of the conditions now pre- 
vailing in the country, can fail to see thgt 
one of the chief things business needs now, 
and will need increasingly as it gains in 
scope and vigor in the years immediately 
ahead of us, is the proper means by which 
readily to vitalize its credit, corporate and 
individual, and its originative brains. 

‘“‘What will it profit us to be free if we 
are not to have the best’ and most ac- 
cessible instrumentalities of commerce and 
enterprise? What will it profit us to be 
quit of one kind of monopoly if we are to 
remain in the grip of another and more 
effective kind? How are we to gain and 
keep the confidence of the business com- 
munity unless we show that we know how 
both to aid-sand to protect it? What shall 
we say if we make fresh enterprise neces- 
sary and also make it very difficult by leav- 
ing all else except the tariff just as we 
found it? 

“The tyrannies of business, big and little, 
lie within the fleld of credit. We know that. 
Shall we not act upon the knowledge? Do 
we not know how to actuponit? If a man 
cannot make his assets available at pleas- 
ure, his assets of capacity and character 
and resource, what satisfaction is it to him 


to see opportunity beckoning to him on every 


hand, when others have the keys of credit 
in their pockets and treat them as all but 
their own private possession’ 


Immediate Need of Change. 


“It is perfectly clear that it is our duty 
to supply the*new banking and cufrency 
system the country needs, and that it will 
immediately need it more than ever. 

“The only question is, when shall we sup- 
ply it—now, or later, after the demands shall 
have become reproaches that we were 80 dull 
and so slow? Shall we hasten to change 
the tariff laws and then be laggards about 
making it possible and easy for the country 
to take advantage of the change? Therecan 
be only one answer to that question. We 
must act now, at whatever sacrifice to our- 
selves. Itis a duty which the circumstances 
forbid us to postpone. I should be recreant 
to my deepest convictions of public obliga- 
tion did I not press it upon you with solemn 
and urgent insistence. 

‘‘The principles upon which we should act 
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seen its path in this matter within the last 
few years—sees it more clearly now than it 
ever saw it before—much more clearly than 
when the last legislative proposals on the 
subject were made. We must have a cur- 
reney, not rigid as now, but readily, elas- 
tically responsive to sound credit, the ex- 
panding and eontracting credits of every- 
day transactions, the normal ebb and flow 
of personal and corporate dealings. 

“Our banking laws must mobilise re- 
serves; must not permit the concentration 
anywhere in a few hands of the monetary 
resources of the country or their use for 
speculative purposes in such volume as to 
hinder or impede or stand in the way of 
other more legitimate, more fruitful uses, 


Must Be Under U. 8. Control. 
“And the control of the system of bank- 
ing and of issue which our new laws are 
to set up must be public, not private, must 
be vested in the government Itself, so that 


the banks may be the instruments, not the 


masters, of business and of individual enter- 
prise and initiative. 

‘The committees of the congress, to which 
legislation of this character is referred, have 
devoted careful and dispassionate study to 
the means of accomplishing these objects. 
They have honored me by consulting me. 
They are ready to suggest action. 

“TI have come to you, as the head of the 
government and the responsible leader of 
the party in power, to urge action now, while 
there is time to serve the country deliberately 
and as we should, in a clear air of common 
counsel. I appeal to you with a deep con- 
viction of duty. I believe that you share 
this conviction. I therefore appeal to you 
with confidence, 

“Iam at your service without reserve to 
play my part in any way you may call upon 
me to play it in this great enterprise) of 
exigent reform which it will dignify and dis- 
tinguish us to perform and discredit us to 


negliect.”’ 


J. B. FORGAN AGAINST MEASURE. 

James B. Forgan, president of the First 
National hank, yesterday announced his dis- 
approval of the national currency measure 
ae now proposed, declaring it almost cer- 
tain to result in a fiasco because of recent 
changes making a bill he “ cannot conceive 
being enacted.” He finds,’should the meas- 
ure pags, the national banks wouki be able 
after one year’s experiment to continue in 
the system, or withdraw and be dissolved, 
or withdraw and take out state charters He 
thinks some banks would choose any of the 


. three alternatives. 


The Chicago banker finds two changes from 
the original plan chiefly responsible for op- 
position. One ig the placing of the federa! 
reserve banks under the supervision and 
control of the federal reeerve board, alkeeven 
members of which would be appointed by the 
president with the senate’s approval. 

Another is the removal of the provision for 
refunding the government 2 per cents now 
held as security for rational bank notes. 
He finds the banks continuing in the system 
at the end of a year would have to furnisn 
capital for the twelve reserve banks esti- 
mated at more than $100,000,000. 


Lose Control of Money. 

*“ These banks,’ he continues, ‘‘ would have 
to turn over to the federal reserve banks a 
minimum of 5 per cent of their demand de- 
posits, estimated at between $300,000,000 and 
$400,000,000. They would be further lable 
for another $100,000,000 on capital account, 
their compulsory contribution toward the 
capital of these federal reserve banks being 
equal to 20 per cent of their capital, one-half 
payable at once in lawful money and the 
other half payable on call. 

“This means that they would have to place 
im the hande of these federal reserve banks, 
in connection with the control and mamage- 
ment of which they would have absolutely 
nothing to say, approximately $500,000,000 
of their money. In other words, they would 
have to place an amount approximating 50 
per cent of their capital in the hands of these 
federal reserve banks under government, 
which means under political control and man- 
agement. 


Might Force Banks to Dissolve. 

“The removal from the measure of the 
provision for the refunding the 2 per cent 
government bonds into 3 per cent bonds 
means that the two classes of national banks 
which would either decide to dissolve or 
to take out state charters would have to 
realize on their 2 per cent government bonds 
in @ market for them reduced to a strictly 
investment basis, which would result in 
heavy losstothem. It Is probable that some 
banks, rather than face this loss, would de- 
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cide to continue in the national system. 

“In any event, a serious curtailment of 
the national bank note circulation would be 
bound to take place by the surrendering of 
the note issuing privilege by such of the 
banks as would decide to dissolve or to take 
out state charters. 

“To me it seems very unlikely that any 
board of directors charged with the responsi- 
bility of representing in a fiduciary capacity 
their shareholders and their depositors.would 
consent to place an amount aggregating ap- 
proximately 60 per cent of their capital en- 
tirely beyond thetr own control and under 
a management which could not be other- 
wise than politically dominated.”’ 


LAST STAND IN COMMITTEE 
MADE BY FREE SUGAR ANTIS. 


Democratic Senators Opposing Plan Put 
Up Final Argument Before Schedule 
Is Reported Out. 


Washington, D. C., June 23.—Democratic 
senators opposed to free sugar, enlivened 
the senatorial caucus late today beginning 
their final effort to change the schedule be- 
fore the tariff bill reaches the senate for 
general debate. 

Western and Louisiana senators were 
primed to make a fight against the provision 
approved and urged by President Wilson 
which provides that sugar shall be free of 
duty in 1016. 

Senators Shafroth of Colorado and Walsh 
of Montana took up the contest when the 
schedule was reached late in the afternoon. 

To the decision of the caucus the Demo- 
cratic senators will be pledged and the pros- 
pect is that only Senators Thornton and 
Ransdel!l of Louisiana will be released from 
the binding resolution that is to be adopted. 
There is a possibility of one other senator 
asking for relief. 

Senator Sherman is receiving scores of let- 
ters every day from Illinois farmers and 
dairies protesting against the removal of the 
tariff protection from cream separating ma- 
chinery. The present duty is 45 per cent. 
Senator Sherman will offer an amendment to 
restore the duty on separators.

CURRENCY LEGISLATION. 

President Wilson's appeal to ebngress for 
currency legislation is a forceful and ac 
} curate epitome of the country’s currency 
‘needs. If a law is framed wisely to accom- 
plish what the president indicates, an act 
of constructive statesmanship of the first 
rank will be credited to him and to congress, 

The president is right in asking the per- 
sonal sacrifice involved in extending the 
arduous labor of such a task into the heat of 
a Washington summer. There is a world- 
wide money tension. Conditions abroad 
have reacted heavily upon us. That we 
have been able to dea! with the situation so 
courageously and effectively shows how 
sound are the underlying conditions of our 
economic situation. But we are about to 
meet sharp readjustments through a radical 
revision of the tariff. Our railroads are 
operating under greatly increased expenses, 
and while rate relief is reasonably to be ex- 
pected upon their showing, their state at 
this time does not contribute to the general 
welfare.

PERSONAL CLEANLINESS. 


ERSONAL cleanliness does not mean 
simply washing the hands and face, 
brushing the teeth, manicuring the 
nails, and taking the accustomed 
bath. It means much more. It 

means the proper And sanitary control and 
disposition of the secretions from the mouth 
and throat, nose and eyes. It means keep- 
ing all these organs in a hygienic condi- 
tion. 

Personal cleanliness is important since it 
may become a menace to public health, 
Many of the contagious and infectious dis- 
eases are propagated through personal un- 
cleanliness. Where one has a cold and is 
not careful as to how he disposes of the 
secretions from his nose, mouth, and throat, 
he may become a spreader of the disease if 
he has not properly cared for these organs, 
When he coughs or sneezes in crowds, espe- 
cially crowded theaters, street cars, etc., he 
becomes a spred@er of the disease. In this 
way consumption, diphtheria, pneumonia, 
and like contagious diseases are often prop- 
agated. 


~~ 

Personal cleanliness should be practiced 
until it is a second® nature, so to speak, 
One should understand that it means not 
only that others will be guaranteed im- 
munity, so far as he is concerned, but that 
where it is a general custom he also will 
be guaranteed protection. By practicing 
personal cleanliness, we do much to prevent 
the spread of communicable diseases. 

A general campaign in favor of personal 
cleanliness should be inaugurated. What 
is needed is proper instruction,by capable 
teachers in what personal cleanliness con; 
sists and what disregard for the same 
means both to the individual and to the 
public. It is of utmost importance to be- 
gin this work before habits of indifference 
and carelessness to the principles of per- 
sonal cleanliness are formed. Children 
grasp the points quickly and impressions, 
once made, are lasting. The home and the 
schoolroom are the proper places in which 
to begin teaching this all important work. 
By proper cotperation on the part of the 
parents and the teachers, the child can be 
early taught the importance of personal 
and domestic hygiene. It is easy in the 
early childhood years to teach the child the 
necessity of keeping his eyes, ears, nose, and 
mouth clean and that when suffering from 
colds or exposed to colds, or contagious dis- 
eases, how to so conduct himself as to be, 
least hargnful to those about him and to 
be least harmed.

OUNT ERNEST WILDING VON 
KOEBNIGSBRUCK, who arrived in 
New York on Wednesday last, on 
board the Imperator, is a widower 
with three children, who also re- 
jJoices in the italian title of Prince di Ra- 
dali, and is one of the chamberlains of the 
king of Saxony and a grandmaster of the 
ceremonies of the court of pfesden. 

He is, incidentally, too, the ex-brother-tn- 
law of one of the most extraordinary adven- 
turers who have ever cut a swath on this 
skie of the Atlantic, and who is now hiding 
somewhere in this country. 

The history of the count’s family ts of a 
somewhat romantic character. The founder 
of its fortunes was a certain George Wilding, 
one of the thirteen chiidren of an obscure 
clerk of the municipality of Leipsic. George 
Wilding was an exceedingly good looking 
man, and, having littie or no money, he en- 
listed in the German legion of the army of 
the king of Naples and of Sicily. After 
having worked his way up to the rank of 
lieutenant, he won, while in garrison at 
Palermo, the heart and hand of the beauti- 
ful daughter and-sole heiress of the last 
Prince Butera di Radali, and his marriage 
to this woman, who, by reason of her love- 
liness, was nicknamed “ the Venus of Paler- 
mo,"’ took place in that city in 1812. | 


sietibin 

On her father’s death Wilding found bhim- 
self, through his wife, possessed of estates 
extending over several square miles in Sicily, 
with a stately palace at Palermo, and in 
due course secured from the king of Naples 
the right to bear his father-in-law’'s title 
of Prince di Radali. As such he attended 
the coronation of Czar Nicholas IL. of Russia 
at Moscow in 1826, in the capacity of am- 
bassador of the king of Naples. 

Dying without children in 1841, he be- 
queathed his Sicilian estates to his brother, 
Ernest Wilding, who had served in the Hano- 
verian army up to the rank of major, and 
who was married to a Hanoverian woman of 
the name’ of Marianne Gruner. 

On his succession to the property Ernest 
obtained from Ferdinand of Naples—the so- 
called *‘ King Bomba ’’—the right to bear 
his brother's title of Prince di Radali, and 
then, taking up his residence in Saxony, pur- 
chased from Count Hohenthal the castle and 
estate of Koenigsbruck, ~ 

This property, which has since passed out 
of the possession of the Wilding family, 
was sufficiently large and important to se- 
cure for Ernest Wilding a seat in the upper 
chamber of the Saxony legislature, and, by 
voting for the government, he obtained, 
without much difficulty, In 1867, the Baxon 
title of count, under the style and name of 
Count Wilding von Koenigsbruck,

Count Mrnest Wilding von Koenigsbruck, 
now in the United States, is his grandson 
and chief of the family. He is not, however, 
as yet in possession of the great Italian es- 
tates, which are owned by his maiden aunt, 
Countess Marie Wilding von Koenigsbruck, 
and which will only come to him on her 
death. She has also all the German estates 
of the family, and untll she dies the count 
will have no country seat or territorial pos- 
sessions, all the property having been left 
to her by her father, owing to his anger at 
the matfimonial misadventures of his only 
son, the late Count Augustus Wilding von 
Koenigsbruck.

of four years’ penal servitude for forgery 
and for fraud.

Mr. Keenan is one of the few actors con- 
cerning whose worth both the public and the 
critics agree, and in this fragment of charac- 
terization he gives cause for continuing that 
infrequent harmony of opinion. Erect, feeble, 
proud, and eager, he is the type, conventional 
but built on fact tempered with sentiment. 
He moves his chair nervously to the gov- 
ernor’s desk; the words pour from his lips ear- 
nestly—not the maudlin entreaty full of theat- 
rical blue and gray hoakum, but a moderately 
plausible, thoroughly tactful, and well directed 
argument. His son, he says, was reared in 
abnormal veneration of Robert E. Lee, and 
when a companion spat upon a picture of that 
hero (the young man having been addicted to 
photo buttons) he shot him, damn him, and 
killed him, 

Well, it so happens that the governor has 
instilled in his éwn son a similar worship of 
Abraham Lincoln, and he feels that the situa- 
tion might easily have been reversed. So he 
writes a respite for the homicide and assures 
Col. Wainwright that in a new trial the prose- 
cuting attorney will be tender, since that pros- 
ecuting attorney is none other than the gov- 
ernor’s son. Rather trite and full of holes, but 
undeniably effective and containing the best 
acting to be seen in vaudeville.

Aren't You ‘Proud 
You Are a Worker? 


BY SALLY JOY BROWN. 
REN’T you proud that you are a worker 
in the Home Workers’ Market place? 
I am very proud of you! 
Especially since this letter-came to me 
Don't you want to read it? 

“You can't imagine what a wonderful key 
to all doors the name of the Home Workers’ 
Market place ig. Every one is so courteous 
when you tell them that you are a representa- 
tive of the Home Workers, and they are all so 
helpful! I must tell you about the experience 
that I have had. I had been making cake, and 
bread, and cookies, and pies once in a While, 
and sending my little boy out with them. In 
that way I worked up a sort of continuous 
trade, and I knew just about what to make 
each time so as to have no leftovers. 

“I was busy keeping boarders so I told my 
little boy not to go out of his way to get 
orders. One day he came home with an empty 
basket and a letter. The letter was from about 
twenty women in a large flat building that my 
little boy had gone to that day, and it said: 

‘Won't you please send your little boy around 
every day to take orders? We will promise to 
buy all of our bakery goods from you if you 
will.” Wasn’t that a wonderful thing to have 
happen? 1 decided to go into baking as a busi- 
ness. Sol gave up my boarders and baked ev- 
ery day. 


a 

“But that’s getting ahead of my story. I 
thought that I'd go to see some of these 
women to make sure that they really meant 
that they wanted me to do their baking. So I 
did. And what do you think they said to me? 
You never could. guess. My little boy had, quite 
without my knowledge, told them that I wads 
one of the Home Workers and they said that 
they had been deciding for a long time to make 
their work into community work, to hire their 
baking done, and their washing and ironing, 
and their scrubbing, and the reall¥Y hard work 
of the house all together, so that they could 
have the best of work and could help each other 
to be fairly treated as well as to see that some 
one who really knew how to do the things that 
they wanted done did them. They had decided 
on getting some one from the Home Workers’ 
Market place because they were sure that they 
could be satisfied from there. 

“Isn't it queer how just as a sort of accident 
I was enabled to work up a big business? But 
the queerest and most really worth while thing 
to me is the fact that through your department 


‘a whole community of women decided to put all 


of their ideas together and to give each other 
the benefit of their separate experiences. Did 
you have any idéc that you were making women 
do that?

“TI discovered after I had known them a little 
while that the reason they made that sort of 
arrangement was because they were all very 
busy during tRe day. Most of them were busi- 
ness women. The others hadn't had a careful 
training in keeping house and they were all so 
happy when they’completed their arrangements. 
They weren't friends, I mean, they weren't inti- 
mate friends, so that combining their resources 
was purely a business affair. 

“But this ig too long a letter now. I started 
out to tell you how much just being a Home 
Warker did for me. I guess having Home 
Workers did a lot for them, too, 80 We were 
all made happy by your column. Thank you.”

Urges Libraries for Rural Districts. 
Kaaterskill, N. Y., June 23.—[Special.]— 
The public library as the bulwark of democ- 
racy and the need for more such institu- 
tions, both in tide great cities and the rural 
districts, were set forth by Henry E. Legler, 
librarian of the Chicago public library, at to- 
night’s session of the annual conference of the 
American Library association. Mr. Legler is 
president of the organization. 

“ Less than five centuries have passed since 

‘the beginning of printing, 4nd in this interval— 
but a brief period in the long history of human 
endeavor+there has beeh more enlargement of 
opportunity for the average man and woman 
than in all the time that went before,” said Mr. 
Legler. “The evolution of the book is therefore 
the history of the unfoldment of human rights. 

“In the rural regions, save in a handful of 
commonwealths whose library commissions or 
state libraries actively administer traveling 1i- 
brartes, the book supply is practically negligi- 


ble,

“If the states have proved recreant to duty 
in this particular, the municipalities have 
shown an increasing conception of educational 
values. The figures make an imposing statisti- 
cal array. In the United States there are 1,222 
incorporated places of 5,000 or more inhabit- 
ants, and their libraries house 90,000,000 vol- 
umes, with a total yearly use averaging 110,- 
000,000 issues. 

“The recreative service of the Hbrary is as 
important as the educative or the informative. 
For the great mass of people the problem has 
been the problem of toil long and uninterrupted. 
The successful struggle of the unions to re- 
strict the hours of labor has developed another 
problem almost as serious—the problem of 


leisure.

“ Many of the factory workers are young men 
and young women, whose starved imaginations 
seek an Outlet that will not be denied. 

“It is perhaps too early to point to the spe- 
clalized attention which libraries have given to 
the needs of young people as a distinct contri- 
bution to society. Another generation must 
come before material evidence for good or ill 
becomes apparent.” 

“Thus the libraries are endeavoring to make 
themselves useful in every field of human enter- 
prise or interest; with books of facts for the 
information they possess; with books of in- 
spiration for the stimulus they and the 
power they generate.”

MRS, VAN KEUREN MISSING;

Grand Jury Indicts Woman for Hus- 
band’s Slaying, but Deputies Cannot 
Find Her—Penrose Gives Bail.

Says Mrs. Yates: “We have many ragouts 
upon our table; the tity of meat used in 
them is so infinitesimally small that it is quite 
correct to describe them as vegetable stews. 
They are combinations of vegetables, principally 
roots, with onions and herbs; and all, including 
such portions of meat as are put in, are fried 
before they are placed in the casserole. Close 
covering insures the retention of all vapers, and 
slow and gentle cooking is invariably eiven 
them.”

RAGOUT.—Herewith is a typical bi eetatl to 
illustrate the points just alluded to. The flat 
bottomed casserole has a small plate set face 
downward upon the bottom, primarily to insure 
that the contents of the pan shall neither burn 
nor cook too fast: On this are placed in layers 
peeled white onions, small potatoes, glices of 
roots, and then a layer of meat trimmings, 
or it may be breast of veal or lamb cut into 
finger lengths, all previously fried. Over these 
is a sprinkling of seasoning and dried herbs. If 
the meat be one of the two mentioned, all the 
vegetables chosen are white; if it be beef, then 
carrots and tomatoes may be used. The layers 
continue until the casserole is nearly filled; then 
another plate covers the whole, a cupful of 
warm water is poured in at the side, and the 
proper cover of the casserole is replaced. This 
is simmered on top of the stove for at least 
three hours, and when the covers have been re- 
moved it is brought to the table wrapped around 
with a cloth. If @n old fowl or rabbit comes 
our way, it is not used for a ragout, but is cut 
into pieces*°and packed close into the terrine 
with certain small onions and herbs and season- 
ing and a little fat or bacon. After slow cook- 
ing it is pressed down without removing, to be 
turned out when cold.”

Sliced Waterm on Pickles. 

Cut lengthwise three medium sized melons 
and put in kettle with enough water to cover’ 
them, two tablespoons salt, and piece of alum 
size of a hickory nut.: Cook until the melon is 
clear and can be pierced with a straw. (Do not 
let it get too soft.) Drain in colander and when 
cool enough to handle aqueeze from them all the 
juice that will come. They will look stringy 
after this, but will fill out when added to sirup. 
Make this of two quarts vinegar, one pint water, 
a dozen cloves, a handful cinnamon bark, three 
quarts suger; boil the sirup until thick, then’ 
add squeezed melon rind and set on back of 
range and simmer gently for two hours. If the 
juice is not as thick as cream by that time 
drain it off and boil down; pour over rinds.

They won out on their 
legs in the twelfth, 4 to 3. 

The opening game would have been at least 


one run closer but for a smelly decisfon by 
Silk' O'Loughlin at the plate in the eighth 
inning. It robbed the Callahans of a counter 
which would have tied the score and re 
sulted in the banishment of Manager Calla- 
han from the picture for the rest of the day. 

The same silky arbitrator was accused of 
handing Cnicago the long end of a close de- 
ciaign at first base in the twelfth round of 
the second game, and said decision paved the 
wey tc the winning tally. It also resulted in 
the abolitiun of Manager Stovall from the 
fray. Consequently, each team has an alibi 
for ite defeat, and everybody ought to be 
happy. 

Browns Start with Two Runs, 

Eddie Cieotte was stacked up against 
George Baumgardner in the first game and 
Eddie pitched it away in the opening round 
when a pass opened the door to two Brown 
runs. That pair of tallies proved out of reach 
of the Callahans, for they were hitting Baum- 
gardner in the passive voice most of the 
time. With the help of much militia anda 
double steal Chicago really tied the score 
in the eighth, but O'Loughlin would not allow 
the knotting run and created an atmosphere 
of peevishness all over the place.

ACQUITS PELKEY © 
IN MURDER CASE 


Jury Frees Opponent of Lu- 
ther McCarty in Fatal 
Bout at Calgary. 


CHEER BOXER. 


FRIENDS 


Calgary, Alta., June 23.—Arthur Pelkey. 
pugilist, tonight was acquitted of a man- 
slaughter charge which was placed against 
him as a result of the death of Luther Mc- 
Carty, who died in‘ the first round of a eched- 
uled ten round bout in the Burns arena here 
on May 24. 

It was charged by the government that Mc- 
Carty died from a blow administered by Pel- 
key. 

The jury was out forty-five minutes and the 
verdict was to the effect that the contest wag 
a prize fight, but that Pelkey was not guilty 
of manslavghter, inasmuch as the blow he 
struck was not intended to cause fatal re- 


sults. 


Charge of Judge Unfavorable. 

Chief Justice Harvey's charge was unfa- 
yorable to the defendant. Judge Harvey 
admitted there was some doubt as to whether 
or not the contest was illegal, but he said 
there was no doubt that death had been 
caused by a blow and that the jury should 
consider only whether the defendant was 
guilty of causing the death of his opponent 
in an effort to win the prize placed upon the 
contest, , 

A big demonstration followed the announce- 
ment of the verdict, and as Pelkey stepped 
from the prisoners’ box he was warmly con- 
gratulated. A general rush was made by 
friends of the accueed to shake his hand and 
to extend congratulations. Pelkey was.jubi- 
lant and declared the verdict was exactly 
what he expected. 

The contest which resulted in the man- 
siaughter charge was a scheduled ten round 
affair and terminated when it had been in 
progress less than two minutes. Orders were 
issued by the crown for the arrest ofall those 
connected with the promotion of the fight. 


Exonerated by Coroner’s Jury. 
Startling developments followed in rapid 


succession after the principals of the affair 

been released on bonds. The coroner's jury, 
nial the crown charged was composed of friends 
of Burns, held an inquest and returned a verdict 
exonerating Pelkey and the others from all blame. 
The verdict was set aside by the crown. 

Burns’ arena was burned to the ground the 

night following the fatal contest and four persons 

ped death. The origin of the fire 
never has been ascertained. The trial, which 
was begun June 19, lasted four days. 

Pelkey left tonight for his home at Chatham, 
Ont. Before leaving he declared that he would 
not retire from the ring, but Ifad no definite err 

ents in view. 
cans Burns, who is to be tried in October, de- 
clared that he was giad that Pelkey was freed, 
but that. from the words of Chief Justice Harvey 
and the verdict of the jury, thedeath knell of prize 
had been sounded in Canada. 

In this connection both Justice Harvey and 
James Short, king’s counsel, said that the only de- 
sire in prosecuting had been to define a prize fight 
and that if Pelkey had been convicted he would 
have been released on suspended sentence.

show staged by the Kenosha A. C. tonight. 

Had the champion not resorted to holding 
on tactics he might have been returned win- 
ner. Burns was willing to fight at all times, 
but Johnny held him continuously. Sever- 
al times the Jersey City miller landed sting- 
ing blows which forced Johnny to cover. In 
the last two rounds Burns forced the fight- 
ing, and whenever Coulon was in danger he 


held on to avoid punishment. 


The opening rounds were tame and ne 
serious damage was done by either boxer. 
There was'not the semblance of a knockdown 
in the entire mill, although both always were 
awaiting the chance to land a sleep pro- 
ducer. 


Coulon’s Punches Lack Force. 

The bout showed that Johnny has lost the 
force in his wallops, for although he landed 
repeatedly on the vital spots, he failed even 
to slow up his eastern rival. 

The Logan Square idol showed he also has 
lost some of his cunning at infighting. Burne 
had the better of Johnny in close quarters, 
especially in the use of the kidney punch. 
The champion also displayed poor judgment 
of distance, missing repeatedly when glo- 
rious openings presented themselves. 

The special train from Chicago brought 550 
persons to Kenosha. When the principals 
for the bout entered the ring it was estimated 
there were 1.500 persons seated around the arena 
and it was judged the house was worth $3,500. 

Burns and Coulon weighed .in with the beam 
set at 116 pounds and neither budged it.

Federal Counsel Asserts Many 
of 304 Firms Tabulated Are 
* Not Competitors. 


WITNESS REVEAIS FACTS, 


Mail Order Manager. Recedes 
from Position His House 
Does Big Business. 


While defending !t8 suit brought by the 
government under the Sherman act, the In- 
ternational Harvester company yesterday 
submitted a tabulation purporting to show 
its competitors freely had expanded their 
business gince the organization of the corh- 
pany in 1902. 

This statement was attacked by Edwin P. 
Grosvenor, assistant attorney general, who 
asserted several firms tabulated as com- 
petitors sold their yearly output to the 
“trust’’ and many others listed did not 
manufacture harvesting machinery princi- 
pally. The attack was made during the 
hearing before Special Examiner Robert S. 
Taylor, while George A. Ranney, secretary. 
of the International Harvester company, 
was on the stand. 


List Names 304 as Rivals. 

The statement prepared by the defendant 
indicates that in the manufacture of harvest- 
ing machinery it has 304 competitors, whose 
companies are capitalized at $387,077,300. Of 
this number’ 107 are represented as compet- 
itors Who have entered the field since the for- 
mation of the “ trust ’’ in 1902.

Buying Demand Is Feeble, 
‘While Offerings Are More 
Liberal in All Pits. 


BIG RECEIPTS A FACTOR. 


Corn Reports Are Favorable 
from All Sections; Hog Prod- 
ucts in Demand. 


Bull news was not lacking yesterday, but 
there was not much buying support after 
the first hour unti! prices had suffered’ a 
severe setback. Weakness in coarse grains 
discouraged buying, and, while there were 
a@ pumber of bad reports from South Dako- 
ta, general indications point toa fair aver- 
age crop in the northwest, while winter wheat 
reports, especially from Nebraska, were of 
a kind to cool bullish enthusiasm. Final 
prices were 4@%e Off. 

There was a decrease of,1,579,000 bu in the 
visible supply, and local stocks decreased 
490,000 bu. Last year there was a decrease 
of 1,618,000 bu in the wisibie steck. Total 
local stocks are now 1,902,000 bu, shipments 
being heavy, as well as the receipts the last 
week. Receipts of Nebraska hard wheat 
have been’ especially heavy, farmers and 
dealers being willing to sell owing to the 
magnificent crop prospects in that state this. 
year. 

Crop News Generally Good 

There were good rains over sections of the 
winter wheat belt where the crop has been 
in need of moisture, and there were rains 
in Canada. Yemperatures throughout the 
spring wheat belt were seasonable. Crop 
experts wiring reports from the northwest 
generally were optimistic, although all ad- 
mit there is a good deal of bad wheat in 
North Dakota and more in South Dakota 
But few complaints have been received from 
Minnesota. 

The cash demand was less urgent, 
sales of 75,000 bu here were all that was 
reported.
